The applicants' argument that " Letoffe, the primary reference, does not disclose any composition having at least 
two binding agents" is not persuasive with respect to instant claim 1, because Letoffe discloses compositions containing 
two binding agents viz. (i ) polyhydroxylated polysiloxane and (ii) polyacyloxysilane (as cross-linking agent). 

Applicants' argument based on limitation of "contact angle of greater than 130" is also not persuasive 
since none of the instant claims encompasses this limitation. 

Claim 44 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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
